DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the communication filed on 02/24/201 1 . 
Claims 18-21, 33-37, 39-40 are pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 18-21 , 33-37, 39-40 are allowed. The prior art of record does not teach 
the claimed invention, as follows. 

For independent claim 18, the prior art does not teach "a single integrated 
convergent network controller (ICNC) chip; and a single Ethernet connector for handling 
a plurality of layer 2/layer 4/layer 5 (L2/L4/L5) types of network traffic transported via a 
single fabric, wherein: the single Ethernet connector is coupled to the single integrated 
convergent network controller chip; the single fabric is a physical link coupled to a 
plurality of servers; the single integrated convergent network controller chip comprises 
an L2/L4/L5 adapter operable to process the plurality of L2/L4/L5 types of network traffic 
for the plurality of servers, wherein the plurality of L2/L4/L5 types of network traffic 
comprise: network traffic, storage traffic, interprocess communication (IPC) traffic and 
cluster traffic, which are transported via the single fabric, wherein the network traffic 
comprises Internet or Ethernet traffic, and wherein the storage traffic comprises traffic 
from storage devices accessible via a network" 

Independent claims 33, 36, 39 are allowed for the same reasons.
